his relationship witn WALLEMBERG, related in this book. Subject was then 
asked whether he had at any tine had any operational contact witn, or 
made any operational use of, KAUCfBlSG. Subject replied to both questions 
with a veiy fins negative* Subject went on to explain that during his 
assigment in StockhoiM during World War U, he actually worked for three 
U.S. Govemaent agencies: the Treasury Departaent, in idd.cn capacity he 

acted as Financial Attache of the Aaerican Legation in StooidiolMj the 
War Refugee Board, of which he was the StocidiolM representative; and OSS. 

In the case uf OSS, Subject in effect wore three diffarenct hats: financial, 

handling all the finances and accounts of tne OSS Mission in Stockbola; 

X-2, interrogating refugees and escapees to Sweden; and SI, procuring 
intelligence, including dispatching of Igents to Norway and to the Baltic 
area.

3* Following WALLQiBSRC* 8 asfionment to the Swedish Legation in 
Budapest he was supplied by 0LS31 with funds for use only in assisting 
Jews In Hungary* These funds wers oade availabls to i{AL22KBSRG throu^ 
an account opened by the Joint Cdstribution Coonittee (JDC) in the 
Stockbolms Snskilda Bank, Stodchola. OLSEN drew on this aceoimt when*' 
ever WAJJJaiBETC indicated a need for additional funds. The funds were 
then forwatded throueh Swedish foreign Office channels, vnth the . 
exceittlon of 10,000 Swedish kronor which were given to VAILQvBSuG from 
the President's secret fUnd, all other fbhda came trea the account In 
Stockholn and were used only in eonneotian with refugee work.
